Another lUpratlte Order 
Wacsfssll 

President Roosevelt has cut the 
gordian knot of official red tape by 
means of an Executive Order and 
ted to us our status quo in the 
Civil Service, thanks to Secretary 
Garfield, Dr. Gallaudet, President 
Itts, the National Association, 
and evrybody else. There is glory 
euon hem all. The hurt to 

our meet has been solved. 

Rejoice and be exceeding glad. 
Now, let us make a noise like 
getting another Executive Order to 
compel the unsympathetic and un- 
sentimental heads of departments 
to appoint us to such positions aa 
we are able to fill, after the Civil 
Service Commission has certified to 
us for appointment. 

It will be noticed that the Preei- 
deni does not go beyond the 

Civil Service Commission. If all 
we want is to stand on an equal 
footing in the eyes of the law in 
the Civil Servioe, and have the 
stigma of defectives removed from 
our class, that is given to us, and 
the rest does not matter. 

As 1 have said before, the real 
trouble lies with the heads of de- 
partments. It was they that forced 
the obnoxious rule of discrimina- 
tion on the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, who, under the rules, certified 
to three applicants with the highest 
percentage in the examinations for 
appointment, aud the beads of 
departments had a 
three applicants, 
being equal, they 
men iu preference 
cants, and aft 
appointment twice, 
to join the Down 
We might apply for another exam- 
ination, but what is the use? The 
Civil Service Commission may 
admit us to the examinations for 
such positions as we are able to fill 
till doomsday, but we might never 
get beyond that. As a matter of 
fact, the few deaf-mute applicants 
who have been appointed have had 
tight for their appointments and 
ap pe al to Congressional influent 

What can be done in this matter, 
is beyond me. It wonld be difficult 
to get any change made la the rules 
appointment. Of course, It 
would not do for us to ask for an- 
other Executive Order to make our 
ointmeot compulsory or obll- 
ti the departments, for that 
would be nothing leas than olaaa 
legislation, and we simply desire a 
fair field and no favors, don't we T 
For this much, many thanks.

Mr. Zkno: Mr. George W. Veditz ad- 
vocate* a revenue of so much per cent from 
the dues of an association. You, on the 
other hand, think that the Federation 
should levy a per capita taxation on each 
member. 

Will you please explain which system is 
better? I 

Yours truly, 
Public Good. 
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In reply, I desire to say that no 
two societies may have the same 
dues, their earning capacities depend- 
ing on conditions that are beyond the 
control of any Congress. 

Taking State Associations for 
example, we have this table: 

Krnpire Association, $1.00 per 
year. 

Pennsylvania Society, $1.00 per 
year. 

California Association, $1.00 per 
year. 

Ohio Association, $1.00 for each 
convention, or 33^ ptr year. 

Minnesota Association, 50 cents 
for 2 years, or 25 cents per year. 

Wisconsin Association, 75 cents in 
Z years; or 25 cents per year. 

Missouri Association, 50 cents for 
each convention, or I2j4 cents per 
year. 

Arkansas Association, 50 cenU for 
5 years, or 10 cents per year. 

The Empire Association is one of 
the societies that have the largest 
dues; and the Arkansas Association, 
the lowest. According to the Veditz 
plan we would collect 10 cents per 
year from each member of one 
society and 1 cent per year from an- 
other society. This inequality is so 
palpably absurd that further com 
ments are uunecessary. We might 
as well have the following cb 
system: 

THK PRKACHBR'S ADVICE 
" My friends," said the itinerant 
preacher, "the scriptural rule for giving 
was one-tenth of what a man possessed! 
If you feel you can't afford so much, just 
give a sixth or a fourth, according to your 
means. We will dispense with the next 
hymn and take up the collection." — Lip- 
pincott's. 

I will be glad to answer any ques- 
tion, the purpose of which, as in the 
case of " Public Good," an earnest 
attempt to get the proper hold of 
things, and come to a common 
understanding. The outcome is, 
indeed, often that we will find that 
we do not , after all, stand far apart. 
In his editoral On a Zenoism, Mr. 
Hodgson quoted from a 20-years-old 
address: " I would suggest: 1st, 
that each State representative be 
accorded one vote; 2, that each dele- 
gate front a society or association of 
dtaf-mules, on presentation of cre- 
dentials, be accorded the right to 
vote. 

On anlysis, I can only recognize 
the selfsame germs of the Tilden idea. 
ii Mr. Pach, in his attempt to 
show why a National Federation is 
impracticable, used reasons that 
only strengthen the position which 
Tilden had taken. Pach mentioned 
" factions and wheels within wheels" 
in a State which "oppose by their 
very existence all idea of federa- 
tion." This is the very reason why 
Tilden advocates an open-to-all 
national organization, he having, in 
his fine and accurate knowledge of 
the deaf-mute nature, advanced the 
>ry that there is a greater proba- 
bility that the many deaf organiza- 
tions will willingly recognize Jhe 
existence of a governmental at center 
somewhere out of sight, than that 
they will mix with each other in 
the same State. Pach wrote in 
the December Silent Worker, "Back 
yonder lives a deaf man whom I 
avoid because he bores me." 

The New York writer further 
opined that ' ' the bond of deafness of 
itself is not a strong enough one to 
weld bonds tight enough to hold." 

I^et us see where such an argu- 
ment takes us. 

1. The bond of deafness of 
is a quality not worth considerat 

2. There is no reason then why 
the deaf should be class-conscious. 

3. It is the very same conscious- 
ness that the oral system* would de- 
stroy. 

4. We should in all reason advo- 
cate the system that best does away 
with the word deaf-mule, obliterates 
the and makes all 
deaf organizations and all that we 
hold dear, "one with Nineveh and 
Tyre." 

With such a questionable quality 
as a bond of deafness of itself, why 
should a deaf fraternal society of 
itself exist at all ? Zkno.

[tit proponed to create a memorial 
to the lute Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mufoa. The present Church 
in situated on 1 IHtli Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
Home twenty-five feet back from the 
line <>f the street to permit tlieereo- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious uirl social life amongst 
the wiliMit peoples.
